2 Prepare a report back to the Board of Supervisors, in two weeks, to
include:

a) potential funding sources to hold the Board meetings on a quarterly
basis outside of the Los Angeles Civic Center;
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b) an analysis of holding the Board meetings in the late afternoon and
evening hours to maximize public participation; and

C) the feasibility of and recommendations for holding 2009-2010
budget hearings in the various communities throughout the County.
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
